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The rejection under 35 U.S. C. § 112 is herein withdrawn. 

The non-statutory double patenting rejection, whether of the 
obviousness- type or non-obviousness-type, is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by 
a patent. In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Longi, 
759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); and In re Goodman, 
29 USPQ 2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993) .

Claims 1-19 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-38 of U.S. Patent No. 6,026,527. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because each of the elements 
as claimed within the cushioning element is described and claimed 
within the patented claims. 

It is acknowledged that applicants have indicated that a 
terminal disclaimer has been filed. The Examiner has found no 
terminal disclaimer of record and as such the rejection is herein 



repeated . 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over either Rudy or Yates. 

The rejection as set forth under 3 5 U.S.C. § 103 is deemed 
proper and is herein repeated. 

Applicants have amended the claims so as to be limited to 
the gelatinous elastomer and further argue that the Rudy or Yates 
patents fail to suggest such an elastomer. This is not 
persuasive. It is seen that Rudy and Yates both teach the 
instantly claimed polymeric materials as well as the 
incorporation of the oils. The viscosity of the blend is seen to 
be determined by the relative proportions of the ingredients 
utilized. This is to say that the greater amount of oil or 
plasticizer incorporated relative to the polymer, then the more 
liquid or gel-like the resultant composition will become. This 
is seen to be prima facie obvious and the prior art discloses the 
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ingredients and suggests that one of ordinary skill use them in 
amounts which would result in a gelatinous elastomer composition. 
Applicants have failed to show or allege that such is not the 
case . 

Applicants have incorporated a Declaration which is alleged 
to show commercial success and rebut the rejection as advanced by 
the Examiner. This Declaration has been found to be not 
persuasive. Applicants have provided no showing that the actual 
claimed invention is the subject of the commercial success. As 
such the Declaration does not meet the threshold for 
substantiating commercial success relative to the instantly 
claimed invention .
